If such should 
be the case again the wealth of these 
forests may easily be dissipated. 

A recent writer speaking of North- 
em Quebec and Labrador states that 
the Immense forests of those districts 
havo suffered dreadfully from fire, and 
in many places the Vegetable part of 
the soll has been so completely burned 
out that a couple of centuries must 
elapse before it is fully restocked. 
These fires are of annual occurrence 
and occasionally burn throughout the 
entire summer, destroying thousands 
of square miles of valuable timber to 
the south of the central watershed. It 
fs authoritatively stated that at least 
one-half of the forest area of the in- 
terfor of this part of Canada has been 
totally destroyed by fire within the 
Pest twenty-five or thirty years. 

The same is largely true of every 
Dart of the northern forest area of the 
Dominion, from the Atlantic to the Pa- 
cific. Any one who-has traveled 
through the forest districts of Nova 
Scotia or New: Brunswick or Ontario, 
will see. the davhstation which the fires 
have, made..: Northern British Colum- 
bla has suffered in the same way. Re- 
Porta show that what ‘explorations of 
some years ago indicated to be areas 
of splendid spruce forest, are now large- 
ly depleted and burned over. 

The question arises whether any- 
thing can be done to prevent further 
destruction in these forests. The sp 
swer depends somewhat on the cause 
of the fires. Uriquestionably fires: oc 
cur through natural causes, Lightning 
1s not infrequently a cause. It is some 
times surmised also that the friction of 
one tree against another may be sufi- 
¢elent to cause a fire, or that a globule 
of resin may be formed In such a way

As carly as 1632 there were bands 
of religiously” disposed young men 
meeting In many parts of England, and 
in 1663 the English Church established 
an azsociation af the kind, while later 
on the Weasleys were moch interested 
in the work. &n 1710 Cotton Mather: 
the famous Boston preacher, wrote a 
series of addresses to “young men as 
sociated,” and tn 1838 David Nasmith, 
the founder of the London City Mis- 
sion, had estabtished no fewer than 76 
clubs of young Christians tn England 
and the United States and on the Con- 
tunent of Europe.

1565, when a German artisan taught a 
few mechanics the rhanner of their > 


Tho trade goon died out again, for 
some reason, and not until 1650 was it 
revived by a foreign workman, who 
conducted his operations on so large a 
scale that. there was no longer any 
danger of the secret of thelr manufac: ” 
ture being lost.) _ 

This was the first time that. the 
method of making them was not 
shrouded in secrecy, and soon the 
manufacture of needica became an tm- 
portant industry, the Whitechapel! riee- _ 
dies becoming famous the world over.

Globe, The herring gulls are scarcely 
more alert in discerning the proximity 
of guns or more accurate In estimating 
thelr range. They have moved about 
uneasily, with steady fight, freely tra- 
versing the Island and marshes. Mice, 
rats, sparrows, and other pests, have 
Tearned of the new danger, and are 
Feady to seek cover on the first appear~ 
ance of expanding white wings in the 
upper air. The snowy ow! likes a 
commanding perch, where he can sit 
erect and turn his round white head 
“thoughtfully from side t6 side, search- 
ing the ground with his wonderfully 
Giscerning vision. From such @ perch 
be can drop down with startling sud- 
denness on any mouse or squirrel that 
Ventures out of corer. On the Island 
the buildings that are associsted with 
the nolsy hilarity of summer are se- 
lected by the snowy owls as points of 
obacrvation. One bird fell a victim 
through the easy concealment afforded 
by adjacent buildings, but the others 
are far more cautious than thelr occa- 
alonal diminutive victims, 

The snowy owl breeds tn the far 
north, but generally makes a winter 
visit to the lake country. He has not 
the stay-at-home habits of his noctur- 
na} relatly, Though quite wary, he 
is so large and conspicuous that death 
continually threatens. A discouraging 
Proportion of these vislfors are gen- 
erally destroyed. When the ice forms 
in large, irregular cones and barriers 
along the shore, a snowy owl can easily 
find a perch that will give his tele- 
scople eyes a wide range. Though 
beautifully conspicuous he cannot be 
approached, and. the advances of an 
observer are construed as an unfriend- 
ly act. A long excursion over the rag- 
mod edge of the ice-bordered lake 
shows the futility of all such overtures. 
This grandest member of the owl fam- 
ily has a good reputation as a destroy- 
er of vermin, but that would not save 
him {If exposed to the destructive wea- 
pons of what his enemies call clviliza- 
tion, Heo owes his survival to a fond- 
ness for the great, unpeopled . north, 
where, protected by the color of the 
long winter, he lives and moves in

before the withdrawal order passed will 
hold good.

On leaving the 
canon expressed his thanks for the 
kindly hospitality of his host and pro- 
duced from his pocket something that 
looked lke a piece of dried leather an 
inch or so long, which be presented to 
him, “I was," be sald, “in the cathe 
dral when the royal tombs were broken 
open and the contents ecattered to the 
winds. This heart is that of Louis 
XIV. It was kept in a separate recep- ! 
le, and I managed to get away with 
it.”

“gession of the Harcourt family and 


was occasionally produced for the In- 
epection of visitors as n curiosity, The 
late Dr, Bockland, dean of Westmin- 
ster, was on a visit when it was 
brought out for his inspection. He was 
then very old and had some reputation 
as a man of science, and the scientific

He put the finger 
to his mouth after that, and before he 
could be stopped he put the beart Into 
his mouth and swallowed it, whether 
by gecident or design will never be 
known. Very shortly afterward he died 
and was buried in Westminster abbey.

Consequently the 
heart of Louis XI¥. must now be re 
posing in Westminster abbey inclosed 
in the body of an English dean.

madea“portable Palestine, They car- 
tied It wherever they went. This was a 
spiritual country. It could not be as- 
sailed by their oppressors, 

There have been two conceptions of 
the Jew—one that he tends money and 
wants it back agaln, the other that he 
deals In old clothes. The truth is Jews 
have been everywhere. They have 
been everything except pope of Rome, 
and they have-come near to that. If 
they dealt in old clothes it was because 
papal decrees forbade them trading tn 
anything {else but old clothes and old 

Jews in a way were as good a8 Unit- 
ed States bonds, only United States 
bonds may be converted, but when a 
Jew was converted he lost his value. 

Because Shylock was rich and Jes- 
sica beautiful all Jews are rich and alt 
Jewesses are beautiful. I wish it were 
“A good looking Jew was considered 
the fool of the famlly, which is conso- 
lation for some of us. 

The dlack plague awept over Europe.

THE TRAMP PROBLEM, 


How Covat Mumford Solved It Im Ea 
varia In 1700. 

A remarkable experiment was made 
io Bavaria in 1790 In an effort to solre 
the problem of the unemployed. Count 
Rumford, an Englishman, after an ad- 
venturous carcer In America, settled In 
Kavarla, won ther confidence of the 
elector and obtalncd permission to ap- : 
ply Cromweliian methods In ridding - 
the state of all its tramps, beggars. 
thieves and sundesirables. On New 
Years day four regiments of cavalry 
were distributed throughout’ the state, 
and at a given hour a “drive” was 
made of all the undesirables. Over 10,- 
GO were placed under arrest, toclod- 
log 2,600 In Munich alone. 

These derclicts were afterward set to 
Work In factories which bad been spe 
cially established for thelr reception, 
and Count Rumforl superintended the 
work of thelr reformation. Some trou- 
ble was at Orst experienced with the 
raw army, but by kindness, exhorta- 
tion and encourngement. by the public 
distribution of special awards for mer- 
it; the best results were Achieved, and 
In a few years the thriftless were con-

CHRISTIAN SCIENTISTS WIN. 





Verdict of the Court Below Quashed 
In the Court of Apport. 

Toronto, Jan. 23.—The conviction of 
the four Christian Sclentists for con- 
splracy In connection with the death of 
Wallace Goodfellow was quashed by 
the Court of Appea! yesterday. The 
court held that the charge was wrong. 
ly worded and did not come under the 
head of any tndictable offence known 
by law. 

Justice Oslers written judgment 
reads in part: “It secms to be a mere 
experiment not to charge the defen- 
dants with a conspiracy to commit any 
Indictable offence as described there- 
in. known ‘to the law, It would have 
been just.as sensible to have Indicted 
them for conspiracy ‘to deprive him* 
of a loaf of bread, whereby, etc. The 
wide feld-over which the evidence wan- 
dered will Ulustrate the vacueness and 
uncertainty of the charge. It is very 
“probable, I should say from Teading it, 
that some of the defendants had lald 
themrelres open to prosecution, under 
section 209 or section 21% of the crim. 
inal code.” 

Justice Meredith rebuked the prose« 
cutlon, saying that the charge was a 
“cover all” made with an evident de« 
sire to obtain a conviction “Falrness 
to the accused should characterize all 
Prosecutions in the name of the sove- | 
relgn.” he stated.

MR. ft. F. STUPART GIVES FACTS: 
ALOUD PREVIOUS MILD 
WINTERS. 


Toronto, “Jan. 30. — Tho following 
facts regarding ihe weather of some 
past winters have boon furnished by 
Me. It. F. Stupart, diresjor of the 
Dominion Metevrolagleal Sorvice; 

In the past 73 yours thore have 
been 14 wintors of a decidedly mild 
type. Of thes that of 1841-2) wus 
tho mildest, with an averago tem- 
porature of 30.5 for the four months 
—Deeinber to March Laslusive—and 
thovo of 1881-3 and 1889-90 were not 
much colder, with a mean temper- 
ature In each instance of 29.9. 

It ts o€ interest to note that tn 
clght of the 14 years the mild wea- 
ther of December and Jaouary con- 
tlnued during February, while in 
three of the other years the temper- 
aturo wus very silghily below, aver- 
ast, and io threo it was consider- 
ably below. In only two of the 1¢
